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THE YEMEN SITUATION, 


The recent report that Medina is threatened 
by the Wahabi leader, Ibn Sand, is of special 
interest in view of the dangerons situation of 
the Turkish Army inthe Yemen, where Ahmet 
Paizi Pasha’s situation is described as very 
dangerous. The Wahabis of Nejd first attain 
ed notoriety or fame in the last years of the 
eighteenth and the first two decades of the 
nineteenth century, during which they con 
quered the whole of Arabia, sacked Kerbela 
Nejefand Meshed Ali in Mesopotamia, and 
levied tribute on the cities of Damascus and 
Baghdad. Checked by Mohamed Ali they were 
finally conquered after great efforts by Ibrahim 
Pasha who took Dereyeyah in 1828, and left 
garrisons in the Nejd. In 1840 however the 
Egyptian and Turkish garrisons were expelled 
and the dynasty of the Sadds restored, Feysul 
the chief of the house ruling Nejd, Muteyr, 
Hail, Jebel Shammar and the Jowf, with 
territories in Al Hasa near the Persian gulf, In 
the early sixties the Satids found a powerful 
rival in the Bedouin Emir Mohamed ibn 
Rashid who after winning independence for 
Hail and Jebel Shammar finally subjected 
Riadh, and for nearly 30 years ruled a large 
state in central Arabia with a tolerance to 
which the Wahabis were strangers and with a 
severity that terrified even the zealots of Riadh. 

His rolations with the Sultan were friendly 
ifdistant and it was only when his nephew 
Abd el Aziz ibn Rashid succeeded him that 
the Bedouin power began to totter, Early in 
the nineties, Abd el Aziz son of Feysul of the 
house of the Safids rose against the Shammar 
overlords of Riadh and restored the Wahabi 
kingdom. he new ruler of Riadh married his 
sister to the energetic Sheikh of Koweit, 
Mubarak ibn Sabah and aided by him made 
frequent raids on Hail, These attacks were at 
times successful and at times were repulsed, 
and it was not till 1904 that the Wahabis 
won a decisive success and captured Hail from 
the Shammar. But the very completeness of 
their success brought about the interposition 


of anew factor in central Arabian politics. 
Faizi Pasha marched to Hail from Meshed Ali, 
4 Turkish army threatened Koweit and pro- 
voked‘a British naval demonstration and the 
Wahabis retired. But they retired only ‘pour 
mieux sauter’. Hail was attacked after Fuizi 
Pasha’s departure, and Abd el Aziz ibn Rashid 
died a violent death, in battle according to 
some accounts, at the hands of conspirators 
according to others, and was succeeded by his 
nephew Mutaab who after some fighting made 
a truce with the Wahabites. 

But in the early spring of this year Mutaah 
was murdered by his cousin who demanded 
furkish aid against IbnSatdwho attacked him 
and wasapparently repulsed. The Turks however 
were quite unable to spare men for campaigns 
in the wildernesses of Central Arabia, the 
Wahabis gained ground and according to the 
latest news are threatening Medina. 

At the same time it must not be imagined 
that the Wahabis are working for;the Imam of 
the Yemen. The Yemen rebels are Zaidis, of 
pronounced Shiah tendencies, while the Nejdis 
are Wahabis i.e. Mohammedan puritans, who 
are the spiritual descendants of Kharejites 
and the Carmathians. Any co-operation 
therefore between them can only be purely 
temporary, for assuming the possibility of the 
loss by the Sultan of the Holy Places, it is 
quite inconeeivable that the Wahabis would 
consent for one instant to their occupation by 
heretics while the Yemenis would cettainly 
make a bold bid for their possession. 

Here we may refer for a moment to our 
contemporary the “Egyptian Standard.” It is 
not often that we are agreement with that 
organ, but we concur with the writer of an 
article headed by the title “The Senoussi Tribe 
and the Slave Trade” who expreases his surprise 
at the portentous ignorance of a contributor 
to “Pearsons Weekly” which published a comic 
ally inaccurate accouat of the ‘Port of Midi,’ 
the centre of the slave trade (a port which 
appears to be quite unknown to map makers 
and navigators) and of the oases of ‘Aziat’ and 
‘Negila.’ Aziat may be Lagat or Lajiat, a small 
Tripolitan oasis, while Negila must be Aujila, 
an oasis between Tripoli and Jerabub (Jagh- 
bib) which according to Rohlfs, who went 
there, isa small trade centre and oasis with 
perhaps 15,000 inhabitants. ‘lhe Berbers of 
Anjila and Jalo are indeed accused of induly 
ing in the purchase and resale of slaves, but 
the Senoussi sect, while it very probably does 
not forbid the traffic, is by no means identified 
with it according to the judgment of compe 
tent authorities. The Jehad preparations of the 
Senoussi has often been described but the fact 
that, with a single exception, the action between 
the Senoussi and a French force in Wadai in 
1905, no collisions have occurred between 
them and the European powers represented 
in N. Atrica, makes us a trifle sceptical of the 
veracity of the publicists who delight in 
“making our flesh creep.”

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FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


OPINION IN LONDON. 


SIGNIFICANT STATISTICS. 


The misfortunes of the Alexandria and Cairo 
Bourses have begun to attract considerable 
attention among financial circles in London, 
and the leading newspapers all comment on the 
deplorable financial crisis through which the 
Egyptian stock markets are now passing. Last 
Thursday the London Stock Exchange ex- 
perienced a spasm of uneasiness owing to a 
heavy failure in Paris, arriving partly from 
difficulties in Egypt. Seven London brokers 
were reported to have been hit in consequence. 
The weakness of Egyptian Bonds testified to 
to the demoralisation in Paris, and the general 
weak tone all round and the fears of further 
difficulties in the City created general 
depression. Onr London financial correspon- 
dent's remarks on the situation should be 
noted in the Money Marketletter, which will be 
found on another page of to-day’s issue. His 
opinions are supported by the authoritative 
organs of public opinion in London and a 
large amount of attention is drawn to the 
Egyptian Money Market's dolorous situation. 
The “Times” remarks : 

“The condition of affairs in Alexandria will 
surprise no one who has followed the course of 
events in connexion with the land and mining 
(sie) speculation which has been going on there 
for nearly three years. Owing to the remarkable 
prosperity of the country the operators for the 
rise have had a longer period of success than 
prudent and farseeing péople thought they 
wonld enjoy ; but for some time past the banks 
having relations with Egypt have been prepar- 
ing for trouble there by reducing the facilities 
for granting loans on speculative issues as much 
as possible. During the last few days margins 
have run off advances granted on a number of 
securities ; in many cases new cover could not 
be provided, and the stock has been sold. In 
other cases margins have been kept up lately 
by pledging Egyptian securities of a character 
superior to the stocks in which the speculation 
existed, and the renewed decline of the latter 
having once more caused margins to disappear, 
the good stocks have been sold by the banks, 
since they were marketable, while the stocks 
they were brought in to support were not, 
This is a very usual accompaniment. of the 
breakdown of a speculation. As already men- 
tioned, there appears to have been no actual 
failure in Alexandr s yet: but failures are 
naturally looked in the conditions now 


| prevailing there. 


The “Evening Standard aud St. James's 
(iazette,” of Friday last, says : 

“The disturbance of the Egyptian markets, 
which is having an indirect influence upon our 
Stock Market, had been long expected. The 
great prosperity which prevailed in Egypt, 
thanks to the enlightened rule under British 
control and the high prices recently roling for 
cotton, produced a vast development in the 
formation of local companies, many of which 
were based upon speculations in land and 
buildings. So far did the speculative enthusiasm 
go, that local operators bought back from Lon- 
don much of the capital issued here of eom- 
panies working in Egypt, and) in consequence 
of this fact the present weakness has little 
direct: interest to this market. There are, 
however, a powerful group of British banks 
working in the country which have done very 
well, and might he expected to be lag 
hy the events proceeding in Alexandria, Here 
again, however, thereis little reason foransiety, 
as the British banks have long recognised the 
dangerous character of the speculation being 
carried on, andindeed havebeen loudly blamed 
in Egypt forthe manner in which they have 
refused to advance upon many of the local 
shares, Other panks and financial institutions 
located in the country were found more com 
plaisant, but operators are vow discovering 
that loans contracted on these. tertus have in- 
conveniences attached to them, and) mueh of 
the liquidation now proceeding results: from 
the extended credit given by institutions which 
thought to benefit trom the conservative policy 
of the British hanks.” 

The following comments are from the eity 
article of the “Pall Mall Gazette” of Friday 
Inst 

“Unpleasant rumours of failures abroad eon 
tinue to have their market influence, and no 
doubt there will bea certain amount of slangh 
tering of weaklings at the Continental bourse 
centres and elsewhere, In Paris unfortunately 
there are rnmours of yraver mishaps, and talk 
of difficulties involving one of the agents de 
ehange is troubling the markets. A “Financial 
News” correspondent goes even further, and 
while noting the “bear” attacks and the 
general liquidation, states that the report was 
current that two official brokers will have to 
retire, after being assisted at the Settlement. 
A big speculator is in trouble, though un- 
fortunately that is the case in other directions 
also. Thus in Egypt there is much uncertainty 
and difficulty as a result of the gambling that 
has been indulged in by land enthusiasts 
during the last few years. Reports of a big 
failure in Alexandria following upon the Cairo 
troubles, and general concern over the financial 
position, naturally make for uneasiness. Un- 
fortunately there is a hitch over the big 
financial relief syndicate that was being 
formed in Cairo to assist the market position. 
It is said that the National Bank and several 
big financiers in Cairo and Alexandria are 
interested in this syndicate, and the capital 
will be half a million sterling. The latest in- 
formation in connection with this important 
financial movement is that some momentary 
hitch has occurred, inasmuch as the French 
banks have been forbidden to join it, under 
the lead, so it is rumoured, of the Crédit- 
Lyonnais.” 


A very important fact, which is of extreme 
significance at the present moment, is to be 
observed in the returns of the Customs 
Administration for May. From the 1st January 
to the 31st ulto the amount of specie exported 
from Egypt totalled L.E. 3,059,330, as against 
L.E. 697,909 during the corresponding five 
months last year. In other words the excess of 
specie exported compared with the figures for 
the corresponding period in 1906 amounted 
to LE. 2,361,421. During the past five 
months specie to the value of L.E. 2,020,108 
was exported to England. During the same 
months in the previous year the exports 
of specie from Egypt to England only 
totalled L.E, 458,887. Thus from the begin- 
ning of this year to the end ot last month 
England has taken specie to the value 
of L.E. 1,561,716 over and above the total 
taken during the same period in 1906. 
France’s surplus imports of specie from Egypt 
during the same period amounted to LE. 
46,668 over the total for the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The exports of species to India during the 
same time totalled L.E. 937,294 as compared 
with L.E. 75,949 in 1906, surplus of JAE, 
861,345. 

‘The total imports of specie during the first 
five months are L.E. 1,498,621 against L.E. 
549,932 for the same time last year, an in- 
crease of L.E. 946,689,

EGYPTIAN PARTIES. 
(From “Al Watan’”) 

For the want of a better name those Egypt- 
ians who are against the British occupation 
are known by the name of Nationalists. The 
name is generally accepted now although it 
does not convey the real meaning of the anti- 
British party to those who are not acquainted 
with the facts. Por the want of a better name 
also those who are not against modern reform 
and are vehemently vociferous in their de- 
uonciation of the present regime are known 
by the name of Liberals. This is likely to be 
generally accepted also after some time. 

The Nationalist party includes the majority 
of Mohammedans mostly of the illiterate type. 
Its leaders are in almost every case journal- 
ists, solicitors, and discharged employés of the 
Government. Amony its supporters the reli- 
is element predominates with a smattering 
‘oung men educated in Europe. ‘The main 
principle of this party is hatred of England 
and foreigners in general, but the leaders have 
no definite aim in view. Most of them seem to 
think that if foreign rule could be shaken the 
future Government of Exypt will be their own 
monopoly and their gain will be immense. 

The liberal party counts among its support 
ers the enlightened minority of the Mobam- 
medans, the whole of the Coptic nation with 
hardly an exception, the residents of foreign 
descent, and generally every sane Egyptian 
who has no interest in agitating against the 
Government of theday. ‘The main principle of 
this party is the support of the present regime 
in its pr of reform and justice, and the 
pacification of minds which have been farmed 
to fanaticism hy the Nationalist Press. Seeing 
that their opponents have bronght aboot 
a tinancial crisis and will one day bring 
about a amore serious trouble by the  sedi- 


tious agitation which has lasted so long, 
the Liberals haye of lute carried the cam 
paign into the enemy's land and dis- 


closed the hypocrisy and misdeeds of their 
opponents, by a series of articles and letters in 
the local Press which has almost silenced those 
who were not sparing in the use of their yocal 
chords before this date. We believe that this 
vigorous attack has gained its purpose and 
proved to the world that the shrieking Na- 
tionalists of Egypt are not the only party in 
the country that ought to heard. hanks to 
Mohamed Bey Wahid and his friends who 
initiated the last move the Liberal party has 
gained much in courage and numbers during 
the last month.

PLURALITY OF OFFICES. 


The following are questions asked and 
answered in the House of Commons concerning 
Egyptian affairs :-— 

Mr. John Robertson.—To ask the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, whether he will 
state the number of individuals in the service 
of the Egyptian Government who hold more 
than one Government appointment ; itso, how 
many ; on what grounds the plurality of offices 
is held; and what are the emoluments attaching 
to each of the posts of such persons. 

Sir E. Grey.—The only justification for 
making such an enquiry would be the presump- 
tion that some abuse exists. I am not aware of 
any justification for it. 

EUROPEAN SCHOOL CURRICULUM. 

Mr. John Robertson.—To ask the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, whether, seeing 
that Lord Cromer complains, in his Report for 
1904, pages 72, 73, and 1905, page 86, that 
private primary schools in Egypt copy the 
Europeanised curriculum of the Government 
schools, to the prejudice of vernacular educa- 
tion, and whereas it is only by such imitation 
that private schools can secure for their pupils 
certificates enabling them to compete for Gov 
ernment and other employment, he will advise 
the Egyptian Government to substitute for its 
present school curriculum a system of teaching 
and certificates which shall meet the needs at 
once of the Government service and the Egyp- 
tian people. 

Sir E. Grey.--'The Egyptian Government are 
fully alive to the educational needs of the 
country, and are making every effort to meet 
them. I consider that no useful purpose would 
be served by the interference of H.M. Govern- 
ment. 


REGISTERED LETTERS 

Mr. John Robertson.—''o ask the Secretary 
of State Foreign Affairs, why the registration 
fee for letters’ despatched from Egypt to the 
United Kingdom is 24d (one p.t.) whereas 
that for letters despatched from the United 
Kingdom to Egypt is only 2d.; what was the 
number of letters registered in Egypt for 
transmission to the United Kingdom during 
the year 1906 ; is the extra charge retained by 
the Egyptian Postal Administration, or is it 
divided, and in what proportions between the 
countridé through which registered letters from 
Egypt to the United Kingdom are transmitted; 
and whether seeing that the net revenue of the 
Postal Department for the year 1906 is 
approximately £E.240,000, an increase of 
£.E.34,000 over the previous year, and is 
estimated at £E.260,000 for 1907, he will 
advise the Egyptian Government to equalise 
the rate of postage between the countries above 
nained, 

Sir E. Grey.—I will enquire as to the facts, 
Reductions of postage are always welcome, but 
I cannot promise to ask the Egyptian Govern- 
ment to make a sacrifice of revenue without 
knowing what other considerations may be 
involved. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS. 

Mr, John Robertson. ‘l'o ask the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, whether British 
teachers in Egyptian Government schools and 
other British officials attached to the Ministry 
of Pullic Instruction are required to show 
any proficiency in speaking, reading, and 
writing current Egyptian Arabic, prior to their 
appointment ; and if such be the ease, how 
many candidates have so qualified during each 
of the five years last past ; if they be not 
required so to qualify until after their appoint- 
ment, what is the period of probation allowed 
by the regulations, if any; when were such 
regulations introduced ; have they a retroactive 
effect ; how many have passed the tests 
annually during the last five years ; are those 
who fail allowed to present themselves again 
and what number of times, and at what 
intervals ; and how many such failures have 
taken place. 

Sir E. Giey. ‘The question of the Hon. 
Member contains seven different questions, 
some of them of minute detail. I will make a 
general enquiry as to what knowledge of 
Arabie is required of the British officials 
referred to asa condition of their employment, 
and how this is fulfilled. 

SLAVE TRADE REPRESSION. 

Dr. Rutherford.—To ask the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, how many British 
inspectors of the Slave'l'rade Repression Depart- 
ment in Egypt have been appointed during the 
years 1905 and 1906, and at what salaries.

THE LOST CAMEL CORPS. 

Mr. Hazleton (Galway,N.) Whether he would 
state the circumstances under which certain 
members of a camel corps, which left Bir 
Natron government post some six weeks ago, 
lost. their way and perished in the desert ; what 
were the numbers and composition of the 
corps ; how many men were known to have 
lost their lives and how many were missing ; 
and what steps were taken by the responsible 
authorities to succour and reseve them and to 
notify the Egyptian public of their fate. 

Sir E. Grey.— The latest information in my 
possession respecting this matter is that No. 2 
Company Camel Corps, under Whittingham, 
left for Bir Natron during February, one sec- 
tion being intended to be stationed there, and 
another ata post then not, yet selected. It 
was anticipated that their presence there would 
serve as a deterrent to any future raiding and 
counter-raiding. 1 will make inquiries as to the 
points raised by the hon. member. 


TRIBUNAL JUDGES. 


Dr. Rutherford,—'To ask the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, what are the salaries 
and what is the rate of pension payable to 
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Native and British judges, respectively, 
officiating in the Egyptian mixed courts and in 
the Native civil and criminal courts and to the 
judges of Mohammedan ecclesiastical courts ;

STATE OF UM RUS. 

Mr. John Harvey, who presided on Tuesday 
week at the ordinary general meeting of the 
Mysore Reefs (1905) and Explorers (Limited), 
held at the offices, 6, Queen-street place, E.C., 
said that when they looked back to the com- 
mencement of the last year they would see 
that at that time everything looked rose- 
coloured. At that time the Um Rus Mine was 
making regular returns of gold and seemed in 
a fair way to soon become a dividend-paying 
concern Later returns had not been so favour- 
able, with the result, unfortunately, that 
mining operations had been stopped, the board 
coming to the decision that they would not 
be justified in continuing to spend the mon- 
ey of the shareholders with little chance 
of snecess. Even at the present time there 
was a large amount of ore still left in 
the mine, which was of the value of about 
11dwt. to the ton, but it unfortunately would 
not pay to extract it. Of course, the closing of 
that mine was a very serious thing to this 
company, which had such a large interest in 
it. There had during the past year been several 
other promising properties brought to the 
notice of the board, but they needed a large 
immediate payment, and that was not the 
view ef the directors of this company. The 
most satisfactory one which had been received 
was from the Mercantile and General Syndicate 
(Limited), with reference to a tin concession 
which the company opened in the Malay Penin- 
sula, The prospects there were very favour- 
able, for the deposits were of an encouraging 
nature,and only a small amount of capital was, 
he said, needful, and eventually a company 
could be formed to provide the funds necessary 
for the conduct of the operations on a large 
seale. He moved the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Vere H. Smith seconded the resolution, 
which was carried unanimously.

Franco 2,685 against 2,311; French Mediter- 
ranean Possessions 36 against 30; Greece 23 
against 29 ; Holland 766 against 324; Italy 
520 against 661 ; Russia 3 against 36 ; Sweden 
and Norway 680 against 1,806; Switzerland

Lonvoy, June 14, 
The Money Market. 

Stock Exchange Pay-Day requirements caus- 
eda fairly strong demand for money, but there 
was no difficulty in obtainingyall the aecomoda- 
tion that was required.

The Stock Markets. 

It would he idle to minimise the effeet of 
the financial trouble in Egypt upon the stock 
markets here, for this has been felt ‘more or 
less in most sections. On the other hand, it is 
equally futile to regard this unsettled state of 
affairs as anything more than a passing phase, 
and in the informed circles this is the view 
which finds most favour. The present upset

They leave off 
tonight at 83% showing a further decline 
of . Last Friday we quoted them 833. 


Foreign Bonds, 

A disturbing influence in this section has 
been the race trouble between Japan and 
America in California, and this has had the 
effect of putting Japanese issues down. The 
reports of the complications haye been much 
exaggerated in{both the American and Japan. 
ese sensational press, and it is satisfactory to 
note from a cable this morning that the author- 
ities at Tokio have issued a warning to editors 
there that warlike articles on the situation, 
such as have been given much prominence 
during the last week or two, are forbidden. 
This is a wise step to take, as the evil results 
of thése inflamatory statements cannot be over- 
estimated. 

Japanese stocks were rather firmer yester- 
day. although at the close the 5 per cent. 
1895-6 showed a loss 4 at 101, and both series 
of 4 4 per cents. § at 944 and 934. 

To-day Japanese have received support, and 
most of the stocks leave off with a rise of 4. 

Russians were bouyant at the beginning of 
the week, but have since shown a considerable 
easing off. The Fives are now quoted 824 
and the Fours 733. 


Home Ralls, 

It is announced that the directors of the 
various metropolitan railways have come to an 
agreement regarding the raising of fares which 
it is expected will shortly he put into effect 
The decision has not caused any surprise, as it 
had been evident tor a long time past that, 
with the increasing competition of County 
Council tramways and motor omnibuses, a 
revision of fares was absolutely necessary if the 
railways were to be ran as paying concerns. 

On the face of it, it would seem that the 
companies by this latest move are playing still 
further into the hands of the motor bus com- 
panies, but there is good reason for supposing 
that, in the near future, the latter will also be 
compelled to increase their charges to the 
public, in consequence of the heavy losses they 
have suffered in substituting the more expen- 
sive petrol-driven bus for the old horse-bus, 

The above «amonucement gave a firm tone 
to the market, and the shares of the Metro- 
politan and Central London had a sharp 
advance, the former gaining 44 and “Tubes” 
34. Other shares moved up in sympathy.

KING LEOPOLD'S REGIME. 


Brussets, Saturday, 


Telegraphing under date of the 8th inst. the 
Brussels correspondent of the “Daily Tele- 
graph” says -:— 

The Congo Free Staff published yesterday 
an extensive report dealing with the entire 
situation of its affairs. This document, which 
is somewhat bulky, as it covers some 300 pages 
of the “Bulletin Ofticiel” of the State, is meant 
to be an answer to the desire expressed by the 
Belgian Parliamentary Committee now inquir- 
ing into the conditions of the annexation ot 
the Congo, for some reliable information con- 
cerning the State. The report is addressed by 
the three general secretaries of the Congo ad- 
ministration to the King-Sovereign, and is in 
tone and in wording nothing but a respectful 
eulogy of the Leopoldian régime. I cannot 
undertake to analyse it completely, all the 
more asitincludes much that is not new. I 
will only dwell here on the points which may 
have some bearing on the future political 
issues of the Congo question, 

First of all, the report sets out asa principle 
that the King is the creator of the Congo State, 
and that he has the right to dispose of his 
creation as he chooses, Further, dealing with 
the “Domaine de la Couronne,” that immense 
area of land which the King wants to exempt 
from any control for his personal interest, the 
report says that itis a lawful intitution, and 
that his Majesty is entitled to dispose of its 
revenues as a recognition of his personal sacri- 
fices of past years. 'I'his contention is not new, 
but although it is once more expounded with 
much adroitness, it will never be adopted by 
the Belgian Parliament. 

With regard to the general politics of the 
State, and more especially to its financial 
policy, the report entirely approves what has 
been done. 'The finances of the State are most 
satisfactory, the labour tax gives good results, 
the Congo State has been worthy of its task, 
and so forth. But this report would, as a 
whole, be rather uninteresting if its writers 
and its inspirers had not in the last part of 
the document adopted an aggressive attitude 
anda polemical tone entirely inconsistent 
with the object of the report. The document was 
meant originally to give some information toa 
Parliamentary Committee. The report now 
before us is partly an obscure and unconvine- 
ing panegyrie of Congo rule, partly a fierce 
attack, written in a language and tone which 
might be expected from a third class news- 
paper directed against all those who have 
hitherto failed to find that the Congo was an 
earthly Paradise. The recent report of his 
Britannic Majesty's consuls in the Congo are 
also assailed, and some extracts from these 
documents are published with comments in- 
tended to mislead those for whom the report 
is written as regards the motives of the British 
consuls, 

In fact, this “official” report may be termed 
a desperate attempt by its authors to convey 
a favourable idea of the Congo. It is, as the 
French say, “de la poudre aux yeux.” The 
report finally gives some interesting informa-

administration has met with an unsympathetic 
reception from the Belgian Press except the 
papers inspired or subsidised by the Free 
State. This morning the “Gazette” gives pro- 
minence to a communication from Professor 
Cattier, a well-known authority on Colonial 
matters, wherein he gives a list, a lengthy one 
indeed, of the shorteomings and “forgotten 
things” of the report. Three items in the 
Congolese problem, he says, are essential for 
the Belgian Parliament to consider, viz., the 
financial situation of the State, the question 
of native taxation, and that of the “Crown 
Domaine.” The report is utterly devoid of 
any information on these vital matters. 

The “Derniére Heure” says that the report 
uses 260 pages to say nothing at all, and that 
it is merely flinging dust into the eyes of the 
public to prevent them from seeing anything. 
Even the sane Conservative newspapers ex- 
press the same view. 

In my own opinion this “whitewashing” 
report will not do much to hasten the solution 
of the annexation problem, The Parliamentary 
Committee cannot be expected to proceed with 
their labours with such little information as 
is handed to them. New questions will and 
must be asked, and the Congo State will have 
to answer them. Belgium is ‘willing to annex 
the State, and intends to escape none of her 
duties, but she cannot be expected to take over 
with the Congo a financial burden of the extent 
of which ske is absolutely ignorant.
